Reprcseniative Hu ll of Peoria, who rives attention to wa­ 
terways first anti other things afterward, has answered Sen­ 
ator Reed of Missou ri, who ask ed the Peorian to join in the 
requ est for a special session of congress to deal \s ith the Mis­ 
sissippi flood situ ation. 
The Missou ri senator’s appeal does not appear to he r« » - 
ing over bijr, either with the president or congressional as­ 
sociates. 
There may he su spicion that Senator 
R eed 
is 
think ing more abou t more appropriations and more au thor­ 
ity for his investigating committee than abou t the tlood. The 
senate adjou rned withou t giving the Missou rian the desired 
au thority and fu nd, and he has been experiencing some 
d i f ­ 
ficu lty in convincing other members, particu larly the one: 
who issu es the warrants, that his committee still is alive. 
Mr. Hu ll informed Senator Reed that he had ju st retu rned 
from the flooded district with Representative Prank R. Reid 
of Au rora, member of the hou se flood control committee. 
W hat he had to say of conditions is of general interest: 
“The government, throu gh its army, navy and other 
agencies is well equ ipped with bojfts and airplanes to meet 
all emergencies for the rescu e of the people and their stock , 
so you may hav no worry abou t those who an- not in the 
Red Cross camps. 
The camps condu cted by the Red Cross 
that, I visited 1 fou nd to be in most excellent condition and 
it is my honest belief that the refu gees will be mu ch better 
.ak en care of by the Red Cross than by th<* government. 
“ The money will be provided by patriotic people of this 
nation, so there is no need to worry abou t that.

There was stock in (til companies in Wyoming, Texas and 
Ok lahoma. 
There was stock in mining corporations in Col­ 
orado. 
Mu ch of this investment was of a period when 
swindles were common in those localities. 
Inclu ded also 
was a million mark bond of a repu diated series issu ed by 
tlie German government in 10 
2 d . 
Notwithstanding laws intended to prevent swindles, there 
are right now investments reaching into hu ndreds of millions 
of dollars annu ally from which tin* retu rn will be not mu ch 
greater. 
Gambling specu lations by men who can afford 
to indu lge withou t impoverishing themselves or their fami­ 
lies are one thing, hu t investments of savings of a lifetime 
are another. 
Oil and mining and big retu rns are lu res that 
many people are u nable to resist. 
Notwithstanding the ex­ 
istence of agencies in every commu nity competent to advise 
persons with small amou nts to invest, this terrible loss goes 
on annu ally, ending in su ffering on the part of the invest­ 
ors.

W illiam Gorgas w as born in 
Mo­ 
bile, Alabama, on October 3, 18V4. Ills 
father, 
General 
Joslah Gorgas was 
the chief of ordinance of the S o u th­ 
ern Confederacy du ring the Civil W a r j 
and later {’resident of the 
Sou thern 
^ U n iv ersity a t 
Sewanee, 
Tennessee 
THis m other w as Amelia Gayle G o rg a s 
d au g hter of G overnor Gayle of A la­ 
bama. 
Gorgas led the u su al boy s life and 
a t first cared very little for school, 
alw ays being ra the r low 
in grades. 
One 
day 
he 
overheard his parents 
discu ssing his w ork 
and 
afterw ard 
for their sakes, did his best. 
Althou gh he attended the Sou thern 
U niversity it was with the desire to , 
gain n position, for his only ambition j 
was to belong to the arm y 
His par- 1 
ents tried to secu re, him 
an appo in t­ 
ment at W est Point, oven going so j 
far a s to ask the President, bu t were 
u nable to attain it. 
Becam e a Do cto r. 
U ndau nted. 
Gorgas 
entered

over seas an d su bjected them to u n ­

A fter realizing 
the valu e of this bill, President Wil 
form ing the sam e du ties as their for- 
son heartily endorsed it and gave his 
aid for its passage. 
Retired Fro m Army 
After the World W ar, in the winter 
of 1918, G orgas retired from the arm y 
becau se of his age. 
This left him 
tree to c arry ou t the cam paign of the 
International Health Board, for the 
eradication of yellow fever from all 
parts of the world. 
Before this, in 
1916, General G orgas had mad© a tou r 
of 
inspection 
of 
Ecu ador, 
Peru , 
Colu mbia, Venezu la, Brazil 
and the 
Island of Barbados, as the head of 
the Yellow Fever Commission. 
Du e 
tn the o u tbreak of the W orld M a r 
th© plan of action had been postpon­ 
ed. 
S tarting in December, General Gor­ 
gas accomplished 
the eradication of 
yellow' fever in less than six months, 
a task for which the International 
H ealth Board hrtd granted him five 
years. 
In recognition of his services, . G or­ 
gas w a s appointed to a position as 
Director of Sanitation by the P eru ­ 
vian G overnm ent. 
In the spring of 
1920 he sailed to London on his way 
to Sou th Africa. 
In this city he was 
heralded as a near-god for his glori­ 
ou s 
work. 
E v e r y w he r e 
he 
was 
praised, banqu eted and given honors 
of the highest degree 
On May 31, 1920 G orgas was taken 
ill and sent immediately to the hos­ 
pital, 
He w as said to have had an 
appointm ent with, K ing George so the 
latter, on learning of his Illness said, 
If Gorgas canor.t come to me I shall 
keep the appointm ent by going to se© 
him " 
He kept h!s word and after a 
v e r y 
pleasant 
visit. 
K ing George 
conferred u pon the General the com­ 
panion of the Order of St. Micheai 
and St. George. 
Died J uly 4 . 19 20 
On Ju ly 4. 1929. th© white haired 
old doctor said good-bye to this world 
and passed to the rew ard he 
so ju s t­ 
ly deserved 
The millions he saved 
cou ld not help bu t feel that this man 
who had given a lifetime in th© serv 
ic© of others wou ld never be equ alled 
in the fu tu re generation. 
It 
seem s 
indeed 
fitting 
to close 
with the words of Theodore Roose­ 
velt, J r , who said of this m an, "Su ch 
n life, so rich jn its beneficences to 
m ankind can never die bu t will go
